Charges filed as top cop 
defends police response

Edna Velazquez looked with frustration at 
the debris still scattered across the park at 
Montrose Beach on Monday morning as a 
dozen seagulls picked at the six-pack rings 
and hundreds of bottle caps stamped into 
muddy grass. 

Velazquez was asked by Chicago police 
Sunday night to close her Mexican food stand 
and restaurant early when a melee broke out 
among a large crowd gathered for an illegal 
concert. Four police officers were slightly 
injured, a squad car was damaged and five 
people were charged in what Velasquez and 
others said was the most recent in a series of 
violent incidents at the popular beach. Two 
women were shot near Montrose Beach two 
weeks ago. 

“My employees don’t want to work for me 


anymore,” declared Velazquez, who said her 
family business, Daniel’s Mexican Food, has 
lost all but one of its eight non-family employ- 
ees. “They don’t think it’s safe.” 

Sunday’s violence on the North Side 
prompted fresh questions about police staff- 
ing and crowd control tactics just a week af- 
ter a bloody Independence Day weekend left 
82 shot, 16 of them fatally, across the city At 
a press conference meant to highlight the 
Police Department’s gun seizures, Superin- 
tendent Garry McCarthy grew frustrated as 
reporters kept questioning him about what 
went wrong at Montrose Beach. 

“I’m trying to tell you all about gun violence 
here in the city, which is our number one 
thing,” McCarthy said at the Grand Cross- 
ing district station on the South Side. “We 
had people who died over the weekend, and 
a disturbance at a park is something that we’ll 
fix moving forward, no two ways about it. But 
we have a problem here, and I’d like to bring 


attention to it.” 

In the fallout from the Montrose Beach 
melee, five males were criminally charged, 
two with felonies for aggravated battery 
to a police officer. Two Aurora men, Efrain 
Saucedo, 23, and Emmanuel Lopez, 19, were 
seen throwing bottles that struck two officers 
as they responded to the disturbance, pofice 
said. 

A third suspect, a Chicago juvenile, 17, was 
also charged with felony criminal damage to 
property and misdemeanor mob action. Two 
others were charged with misdemeanors— a 
Summit man, 19, and an Aurora man, 22, for 
aggravated assault to a police officer and mob 
action, pofice said. 

Meanwhile, Aid. James Cappleman (46th), 
whose ward includes Montrose Beach, 
praised Sunday evening’s pofice response but 
expressed concern that nearby Chicago Park 
District parking lots allow large crowds to 
gather at Montrose Beach more easily than at 


other lakefront beaches. 

“Look at Oak Street Beach. Do you see 
this many parking spots there? Look at Lin- 
coln Park. There just aren’t this many park- 
ing spots in such a concentrated area in other 
parts of the city,” Cappleman said. “I want the 
Park District and the pofice department to 
come up with a plan to discourage that many 
people from driving down there and parking.” 

Drawn by chatter on social media, the 
crowd gathered at Montrose Beach on Sun- 
day for the Tamborazo Beach Party concert, 
but Chicago Park District officials said the 
festival didn’t have permits to perform in the 
park. 

On Monday, McCarthy said the depart- 
ment had a sufficient number of officers at 
Montrose Beach to quell the fracas. 

“What I can tell you is, Montrose and the 
rest of the parks around the city are receiving 
significant attention, and will continue to do 
so,” McCarthy told reporters. 
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showcase products and services tor Chi- 
cagoans with disabilities, the city said. 

“The CTA is committed to making 
sure transit is accessible to everyone, 
including customers with a tvide range 
of physical and other disabilities,” CTA 
spokeswoman Tammy Chase said. 

All CTA buses and trains are wheel- 
chair accessible while 99 out of 145 rail 
stations have an elevator and/or ramp to 
help riders reach the platform, Chase said. 

The CTA added elevators to three 
South Side Red Line stations last year. The 
agency also plans to add elevators to the 
Wilson Red Line stop, the Quincy stop in 
the Loop, and the Illinois Medical District, 
UIC-Halsted and Addison Blue line stops. 

Elevators also are set for a Loop super- 
station at Wa shington Street and Wabash 
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oorstop, makeshift weight, a decent step stool or an instant recy- 
clable: Phone books have many uses these days, but their intended 
purpose isn’t always one of them. 1.2 million phone books have already been 
distributed this year to Chicago doorsteps. And Dex Media, one of the city’s 
largest telephone directory providers, is readying a fresh set of a million more 
for distribution before year end. 


But in an age of smartphones, Google and 
even electronic versions of the yellow and 
white pages, why are physical phone books 
still distributed? 

“I don’t know anybody who needs a 
phone book or felt the need to use one for 
10 years,” laments Hatie Parmeter, 22, of 
Logan Square. “I’ve lived in my building for 
a year and nobody has touched them. They 
are just wet, moldy paper, and it’s disgusting.” 

Despite Parmeter’s distaste, industry re- 
search shows people still do use them and 
there is stiU a market for advertising and 
listings, according to the Local Search As- 
sociation. 

Formerly the Yellow Pages Association, 
the LSA represents larger publishers and ad- 
vertising companies in the industry Accord- 
ing to LSA research, 60 percent of Ameri- 
cans still report using a print phone book in 
the past year. Additionally 74 percent of peo- 


ple who use the TeUow Pages to find a busi- 
ness’ number either purchased something 
from the business or intended to, said Wesley 
Young, LSA’s vice president for public affairs. 

“Everyone thinks the search engines 
dominate the search market,” he said. “But 
the problem with small businesses is that if 
you don’t end up on page one {of a search 
engine’s results], you don’t get found.” 
While he said both the association and the 
industry are in a transition to digital, busi- 
nesses— especially small local ones— still 
rely on the phone book. 

Phone book advertising is still big busi- 
ness. The industry is forecasted to rake in 
S11.4 billion in 2014, of which 66 percent 
comes from printed directories, according to 
independent market researcher IBISWorld. 
Despite industry strength, demand is expect- 
ed to fall 7 percent over the next five years as 
people continue to question its relevance. 


Parmeter is hardly an opponent of print 
products. She subscribes to several maga- 
zines and does not want to see the medium 
die out to digital, she said. StiU, she thinks the 
phone books that pile up don’t have much 
value. 

“It’s kind of a siUy thing to have strong 
feelings about, but hey we could save a lot of 
trees,” she said. 

Paul Rettig, a landlord and 38-year-old Lo- 
gan Square resident, got fed up with the five 
phone books delivered to his four-flat. “It 
makes the neighborhood look trashy with 
these things aU over the place,” he said. 

He’d originaUy plarmed to dump aU five in 
front of his alderman’s office— a smaU pro- 
test. But phone book deUvery isn’t a local 
issue. HistoricaUy part of the Illinois public 
utUity code that governs telephones required 
an area’s major telephone provider (in Chi- 
cago’s case, AT&T) to distribute whitepages 
(phone numbers, addresses and names of 
subscribers) to all customers. However, in 
2011, AT&T successfully petitioned the Il- 
linois Commerce Commission to drop that 
requirement in Chicago. 

Ultimately deciding the protest was “mis- 
directed rage,” Rettig didn’t go through with 
it, he said. But they stUl pile up in front of 
buildings, often making them appear vacant. 
“It doesn’t contribute to the safety of the 


neighborhoods or the cleardiness of it,” he 
said. 

Ramon Gonzales, 35, of Little Village, 
recently turned to the phone book when a 
search engine yielded unsatisfactory results 
about local window services. While he sym- 
pathizes with people who get upset during 
phone book delivery season, he gets creative 
with the heavy tomes. He uses many of them 
for pressing flowers, a hobby the garden writ- 
er, who calls himself “Mr. Green Thumb,” has 
had for years. 

“They’re heavy, and the sheets of paper are 
absorbent,” he said, adding he’s found they 
also can be used for composting and in the 
garden as a weed barrier. 

The LSA recognizes that residents may 
no longer want one of the many phone 
books with which they are affiliated. Young 
said. The association created yellowpages 
optout.com to allow residents to stop deliv- 
ery completely to their address. And those 
who live in larger buildings, which receive 
dozens of copies, can approach their prop- 
erty manager about using the website to 
opt out of multiple copies. It can take up to 
90 days to process a request. Young said. 

“We want to get them in the hands of peo- 
ple that do use them,” he said. “If folks don’t 
love the book, we don’t want to spend the 
money to deliver it.”

PHONE BOOKS BY THE NUMBERS 


Dex, one of Chicago’s largest phone book distributors, expects to deiiver 2.2 million phone books to 
Chicago residents in 2014. To get an idea of just how many that is, RedEye used its office phone book-an 
April 2013 Dex Yellow Pages for the 312, 773 and 872 area codes-and this year’s Dex distribution to do some 
math. While not completely scientific, here’s an idea of the massive phone book expanse in Chicago. 


306 MILES 

Placed single-file lengthwise, the phone 
books would stretch 306 miles. That’s 
even farther than the driving distance 
from Chicago to Louisville, Ky, via 1-65. 


220,000 POUNDS Chicago’s Cloud Gate (the Bean) weighs about 220,000 pounds. With a weight of 1.2 pounds each, the phone books equal exactly 12 Cloud Gates. 


GETTING GREATIVE 


In 2009, the last year the Environmental Protection Agency has individual data for 
phone books available, 650,000 tons of directories were introduced into U.S. waste 
and recychng streams. While phone books are a very small percent of total paper 
waste, their yearly distribution accounts for a trillion-plus tons of paper. 

In order to keep them out of the trash can or blue bin, we recommend getting 
creative with your perhaps unwanted phone books. Here are some suggestions and 
examples of what others have done: 





Tearing a phone book in half is an age old 
party trick. Just Google “rip a phone book” 
and dozens of YouTube videos will show you 
how to tackle this feat of strength. 


Because they are recyclable and 
biodegradable, it’s possible to use 
phone book pages for traditional 
and worm composting. 



Baltimore-based artist Alex Queral 
has used X-Acto knives to sculpt 
dozens of three-dimensional faces 
from unused phone books, includ- 
ing pop-culture and well-known 
figures like Albert Einstein, Barack 
Obama and Bob Dylan. 



Since the pages are thin 
and no one ever suspects 
a phone book as a hiding 
place, hollowing out a sec- 
tion of a phone book to 
store valuables will keep a 
book out of the trash.
